Ag e the final draft is accepted. 


Proposals to amend the by-laws 
with reference to living space in 
homes, ete. were eliminated inthe 
Tuesday night meeting, ina confer- 
ence with Building Inspector Minot 
Anderson, who had submitted arti- 
cles on this point. 

Some of the articles for the an- 
nual town meeting which custom- 
arlly are considered early in the 
meeting will come last this year. 
Articles for Memorial Day, 4H 
Clubs, and Veterans Clubhouses 
have been put at the end of the 
warrant by unanimous vote,

NEAR CHURCH ST 
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DID WE LOSE A $10,000 SAVINGS? 


Last week this column reported briefly on some 
of the aspects of the investment by Town Manager 
Jerry Bouchard of over a million dollars in U.S, 
Treasury Bills, last December, The town made a 
profit of $2576. The details are more fully reported 
in the latest Town Manager letter, mailed last Friday. 

It Was a good move, basically, and one that seems 
to have been an eye opener to John Brooks, for it was 
he who moved that the Town Accountant be instructed 
to furnish monthly statements as to the town’s cash 
Position, 

But it wasn’t new, as was mentioned inthis col- 
umn, The town had done it before, five or six years 
ago, and so had the Wilmington Housing Authority. 
Furthermore it is a widespread practice in this 
Commonwealth, and the treasurer of any second 
class city in Massachusetts who didn’t do this should 
be ashamed of himself. 

There are some questions; 

(1) How did it happen that there was over a 
million dollars in the town’s treasury? 

Answer: Partly because the town, only a few 
weeks before, had sold $657,000 in school, water, etc 
bonds at an interest rate of 3.09344% 

2. In other“w6rds the town is collecting interest 
with one hand and paying it out with the other? 

Answer: Correct. 

3. Is this good? 

Answer; Perhaps yes, perhaps no, depending on 
circumstances and conditions, 

4, Is this the way Wilmington has always done? 

Answer: NO, Wilmington originated another me- 
thod, less than 10 years ago, inwhich it made a pro- 
fit of over $100,000, during the building of the High 
School. 

5, What happened to this method? 

Answer; It seems to have been lost in the town 
hall, during the Bump On The Log shuffle of a few 
years past, 

As a result it is conceivable that the bonds for 
the Woburn Street school will cost $10,000 more inin- 
terest payments than could have been the case, and 
perhaps even more than that. 


Some Details 


The Commonwealth of Massachusetts, through 
its School Building Assistance Commission program 
repays to the various towns and cities of the state 
a portion of the money spent for paying off the princi- 
pal of school bonds, This varies, from town to town, 
and in Wilmington it is 50%. No assistance is given 


Sometimes it’s fun to take a chance. But

in the payment of interest - this is solely up to the 
municipality, 

Most towns and cities (as did Wilmington in the 
Woburn Street School case) sell bonds for the con- 
struction of the school, at a cost of 3% or more. 

One way to get around some of this cost is to 
sell ‘Anticipation of Revenue’ bonds, which are sort 
of temporary ones, and pay about 1.5%. This was 
done for the first $100,000 in construction costs for 
the Woburn Street school. 

In the High School case, back in 1954, this was 
done for an entire year. The townborrowed only the 
money that was currently needed to pay contractor’s 
bills, and this at about 1%. 

The result was that the interest payments were 
not only for a smaller percentage, but for only those 
portions of the year that had been needed, At the 
end of the first year an estimate was then made as 
to how much money the town would need to finish the 
job, and bonds were sold to pay off the ‘Anticipation 
Bonds’ and the expected remainder, 

AS a result it was found that it was not necessary 
to sell quite as many bonds as had been originally 
anticipated, and -- 

The town found itself in the peculiar position of 
receiving its first repayment from the state before it 
had made its first payment on the regular bonds, 

Thus, each year, for twenty years, the town has 
to appropriate only half ofthe Principal payment, and 
not the entire payment, and then wait for a 50% 
return, 

The story was made public in mid-November 
1955, and the town had made a savings, as of that 
time, of $100,010, 


What happened at Woburn Street? 


This method, it would seem, was not even con- 
sidered, in the case of the construction of the new 
Woburn Street school. 

The people onthe Permanent Building Committee 
who had had experience in this sort of thing had been 
fired, principally by Selectmen Brooks and DeFelice.

LEAGUE OF WOMEN 
VOTERS REVIEW ZONING 
AND PLANNING STUDIES 


Last Wednesday night the Lea~ 
gue of Women Voters held their 
Second in a series of three meet- 
ings to study the ‘zoning needs 
of Wilmington’, At the first meet- 
ing in December, the League Com- 
mittee on thes topic had presented 
the objectives and basic principles 
of sound zoning and planning. They 
had established the fact that most 
experts today agree that town 
should have a Community Plan, 
or Master Plan, to guide their 
future growth in order to prevent 
financial problems and haphazard 
growth, 

At last Wednesday’ s meeting, the 
committee reviewed the zoning and 
Planning studies which Wilmington 
bas had to date. These are the 
1955 Zoning By/Law and Map, the 
1957 General Plan Report, the 
1960 plan for recreation, schools, 
and a Capital Budget Program, 
All of these were done by outside 
Planning consultants working under 
the supervision of the Planning 
Board. 

The 1955 Zoning By-Law and 
Map were reviewed by Mrs, Joseph 
Courtney, She pointed out the dif- 
ferent zoning districts and dis- 
cussed the reasons for their loc- 
ations, It could be seen that 1/2 
acre lots for residential housing 
were predominate, It had been felt 
that this size lot promoted better 
building construction, The Indust- 
rial areas were placed to the north 
and south of the town in close 
Proximity to Rte, 93, It had been 
felt that zoning for industrial use 
along Rte, 93 would cut the town 
in half. 


Mrs Carl Soule reviewed the Sub 
division Control Law including all 
the procedures necessary for 
Persons to follow if they desire to 
sub-divide their land, This has 
helped greatly to prevent haphaz~ 
ard growth. 

The 1957 General Plan Report 
was summarized by Mrs. Richard 
McDermott, The report included 
Population studies, traffic circul- 
ation patterns, and a study of 
neighborhood plus town-wide serv- 
ices, The latter two were based 
on the supposition, that railroad 
service would play a prominent 
role in the town and that urban 
renewal would be adopted by the 
town, Neither one of these has 
proven true, 

The 1960 plan for recreation was 
presented by Mrs, Erwin Hanke, 
Rt proposed locations for future 
Parks, conservation and recreat- 
fon areas, and greenways, The 
planners stressed the importance 
of the town acquiring land for 
these purposes before it was too

late, It would seem that the ex- 
ecution of this portion of the plan 
has not been attempted thus far, 

Mrs, Henry Sullivan reviewed 
the school development program 
which had been based on the pop- 
ulation studies in the 1957 General 
Plan report. This program, which 
used 30,000 as the ultimate pop- 
ulation projection figure, re- 
commended a total of 10 element- 
ary schools, three intermediate 
schools and one high school, With. 
minor changes, this school build- 
ing program is being followed, 

The Capital Budget Program, 
was then discussed, The con- 
sultants felt that it was very fm- 
portant for a town to coordinate 
physical planning ‘with financial 
planning. A priority list for large 
projects was recommended includ~ 
ing the school building program, 
highway garage, municipal center 
and library. 

At unit meetings this week, the 
League will discuss the possibil- 
ity of incorporating these studies 
into a completed Comprehensive 
Master Plan for the town, The 
League will also attempt to de- y 
termine what should be done re- 
garding some of the recommend- 
ations of the consultants, and if 
there is a need for changes in 
the present Zoning By-Law,
